Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Group I and species of claim 1 1 in the reply 
filed on 1 1/8/06 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no 
burden to examine all the claims. This is not found persuasive because compound of 
Group I can be used for Group II or III ad therefore they are distinct inventions requiring 
more search. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Species of claim 1 1 was found free of prior art. Therefore the examination has been 
extended to the next species.

Claims 18-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Patoney US 5571388. 

Patoney et al. discloses compounds identical to the instant claim 18, where R3 is 
H, R4 or R5 is H or S03-, R1 and R2 can be alkyl group, (see col. 5-10, col. 17-18).
